University of Chicago, voice the danger and 
are prepared to issue formal circulars to 
incoming students, warning them against 
using the city water unless it has been steril- 
ized or filtered. 

We have not allowed lake water to be 
used in any of the university buildings for

This year there is more need than ever of 
every possible precaution. We have not one 
case of sickness at the university now, and I 
attribute it In great part to the fact that the 
polluted water is not used and that students 


Health Department Issues Warning. 

So serious is the situation that the health 
department has called attention to the mat- 
ter in a special bulletin. 

In the next two weeks thousands of stu- 
dents will be thronging to the university, the 
medical colleges, and other institutions of 
learning in this city.“ asserts the bulletin. 
These are of the age period most suscep- 
tible to typhoid, and they will come from the 
fresh air and outdoor life of the country and 

sma'l towns to the pent-up environments of 
students in a great city. It is of the first im- 
portance that these be provided with a good 
water supply, and that they be instructed in 
the fundamenta!s of healthy living under 
their new conditions. The requirements 
should not be confined: to the higher institu- 
tions of learning, but should extend to the 
Those in 
charge of educational estabiishments should 
be aroused on timely preparation for the new 
scholastig year.”’ 
Favors Sterilized Water. 

Both the filter and sterilizing systems are 
suggested for the public schools by mem- 
bers of the board of education, though the 
latter finds most favor. 

There is need for every precaution,” said 
Dr. Wladislaus A. Kuflewski, a member of 
the board, for the conditions are serious. 
I do not favor filters. They would cost a 
great deal and they cannot be depended on. 
The typhoid bacillus can go through a filter 
and spread disease. The water should be 
boiled or sterilized, and that could be done 
at little cost by fixing apparatus to the heat- 
ing plants now in the various school build- 
ings. 

The parents of the city’s tens of thou- 
sands of school children should be urged, 
too, to boil the water at their homes, for 
safeguards in the schoolrooms would be of 
little value if the child partook of the poi- 
luted water at the home.“ 


: New Course for Students. 
Students who attend the University of 
Chicago, the various law and music schools, 
and the medical colleges will receive in- 
structions in a course which has not before 
been in the curriculum.

| QUAY WAY END STRIKE 


HE, WITH SENATOR PENROSE, 
TAKES UP PEACE PLANS. 


Conference to Be Arranged for Friday 
Between Miners’ Leaders and Oper- 
ators, Including J. Pierpont Mor- 

can, in Which Both Sides Will Be 
Asked to Make Concessions—De- 
mands of Men to Be Presented and 

Distress Urged as Settlement Plea. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Aug, 18.—[Special.}— 


‘The conference over the coal strike at United 


States Senator Quay’s cottage on New 
Hampshire avenue this evening will prob- 
ably lead. to a settlement of the long drawn 
struggle. The result was a decision to have 
a meeting between Senators Quay and Pen- 
rose, J. P. Morgan, John Mitchell, George 


Baer, president of the Reading railway, and 


other prominent persons, who are interest- 
ed in the settlement of the trouble, in Phila- 
delphia next Friday. 

The delegation here this evening repre- 
sented the People’s alliance of Wilkesbarre, 
and they went over the situation thoroughly 
as it stands today in the mining region. | 


‘Distress the Main Plea. 


Statements were made to the senators re- 
garding existing conditions and the differ- 
ence between the miners and the cperators. 
They were to the effect that the miners and 
their families are in great want, and that 
local business is greatly affected. The min- 
ers, it was stated, want a fair system of 
weighing and ten hours’ pay for eight * 
work.

STRIKER SHOT AND KILLED 
NEAR

Nesquehoning, Pa., Aug. 18.~[Special. 
While trying to persuade deputies not to go 
on guard at a colliery this evening, Patrick 
Sharp, a striker. was shot and killed and 
a serious clash between a mob which quickly 
gathered and the officers was narrowly 
averted. The shooting causea much excite- 
ment for a time, but order was scon re- 
stored without any other persons being in- 
jured, and the town is now quiet. A deputy 
named Harry MeElmoyle was arrested 
charged with the killing of Sharp and was 
taken to the county jail at Mauch Chunk. 

At 11 o'clock it was announced that Gov. 
Stone had ordered a part of the Twelfth 
regiment from Shenandoah, and a train of 
passenger coaches was run into the siding. 
It was said the troops would arrive mere; 
about 12 o'clock. 

The shooting occurred shortly after 6 
o’choek, Five deputies were on their way 
to shaft No. 1 of the Lehigh Coal and Navi- 
gation company, just outside of the town. In 
the center of the town they were met by a 
number of strikers, who began persuading 
them not to go to the colliery. The officers 
did not stop, but kept on their way., 

The strikers, it is said, then began toabuse 


the men and followed them nearly up to the. 
colliery. There are conflicting stories as to 
what actually brought on the clash, but just 


before the deputies entered the place a shot 


was heard and Sharp dropped to the ground. 


The bullet entered his body close to h 
heart and he died almost instantly. Wit- 
nesses say that the shooting was done by 
McElmoyle and that he stood only six or 


seven feet from Sharp when he fired his 


revolver. Only one shot was fired. 


VOLCANO WIPES OUT LIFE 
ISLAND OF JAPAN. 


All the Inhabitants, Numbering 150,

YOKOHAMA, Aug. 18.—The little island 
of Torishima was ovérwhelmed by a vol- 
canic eruption between Aug. 13 and Aug. 15 
and all the inhabitants, numbering 150 per- 
gons, were undoubtedly killed. 

The island is covered with volcanic débris 
and all the houses on it have disappeared. 

The eruption is still proceeding and is 
accompanied by submarine eruptions in the 
vicinity which make it dangerous for ves- 
sels to approach the island.

FISH BOAT 18 COMPLETED. 


DITION TOSERVICE. _

Saved by New System and Product 


of Streams Is Increased Wonder 


fully—Discovery Made Three Years 
Ago Proves of Value and Evers Et- 
fort Is Made to Prevent Loss—Tanks 
Used to Care for Little Ones. 


Manchester, Ia., Aug. 18 — [Special. The 
completion by Rock Island boat builders of 
the Curlew for the United States fish com- 
mission, department of Iowa, marks a for- 
ward movement in a work which has been 
carried on in a desultory manner for a num- 
ber of years, but which is certain eventually 
to occupy an important place in the fish in- 
terests of the country at large. 

An interview with Supt. R. S. Johnson of 
the United States fish hatchery at this point 


brings out some interesting facts regarding 


this work. During the spring freshets great 
numbers of fish seek the shallow waters of 


Jakes and bayous bordering the Mississippi 


river, and there spawn. As the water re- 
cedes these young fish are cut off from the 
main channel and millions of them perish 
annually during the drought of summer or 
because of these inland waters freezing solid 
during the winter. 


Value of Work Is Learned. | 

In the summer of 1899 Supt. Johnson se- 
cured a small appropriation to establish a 
substation at Bellevue, on the Mississippi. 
his idea being to seine out these fish and 
transfer. them to living streams and lakes. 
Although handicapped by a somewhat limit- 
ed equipment, the effort was quite success-. 
ful. Last year there were distributed from 
the Bellevue station to the rivers and lakes 
of Iowa and adjoining states 101,000 black 
bass, 50,000 croppies, and 150,000 catfish, 
pike, perch, pickerel, etc. In addition, there 
Were about 1,500,000 fish seined out and 
placed in the main channel, not being taken 
to the Bellevue station. 

The United States fish commission, quick 
to recognize the wisdom and importance of 
this effort of Mr. Johnson, appropriated $5,- 
000 to construct this new boat, which is added 
to the equipment at Bellevue, It isa stern 


g wheeler, 80 feet long, with 28 feet beam over 


all. There are eight galvanized steel fish | 
tanks, each safely carrying from 800 to 1,000 


} fish from six months to one year old. 


Can Be Kept Several Days. 
Air and water are so supplied as to make 


it possible to keep them several days, or 


‘until an opportune time to transfer them 
to the wareroom tanks at Bellevue. The 
boat is complete with officers’ cabin, state- 
rooms, bunks for the crew of ten men, and 
every convenience which adds to its effici- 


ency for this special service, 
Thus far this work has been limited to a | 


territory extending twenty miles each way 
from Bellevue, having to be done with small 
launches. With the new boat Mr. Johnson 
plans immediately to extend operations as 
far north as Prairie du Chien and south to 
Burlington or Muscatine. 

There is practically no limit to the number 
of flsh thus to be reclaimed, and the expense 
is merely nominal when compared with that 
of propagation at the hatcheries. An illus- 
tration in point is the experience of the 
Georgia hatchery. Throughout the south the 
sunfish is a staple food fish, and the Georgia 
hatchery has been to great expense in sup- 
plying a necessarily limited quantity of 


Plenty of Sunfish Found. 

Last season at one haul through a shallow 
pond bordering the Mississippi, Mr. John- 
son's seining crew captured fully 500,000 
young sunfish, which were promptly dumped 
into the main channel. If the south de- 
mands sunfish, the superintendent of the lo- 
cal hatchery will supply in a week's time 
more than ali the hatcheries in the eaten 
could breed in a year. 

This work was started fifteen years ‘ago 
by Supt. Bartlett of the Quincy, III., station, 
and is now being carried forward along the 
Illinois and Mississippi rivers. Mr. Johnson 
has been a prominent figure in the move- 
ment, and is constantly working to the end 
of establishing stations all along the Mis- 


sissippi, at once greatly increasing the ef- 


fectiveness of the fish commission and mate- 
rially reducing the expense of the same. 


What is now demanded is an increase in gov- 


ernment appropriations, and there seems to 
be no question but that this will soon be 
forthcoming.

Proprietors had to rule with an iron hand 
to prevent wholesale desertions. 

Services were held in some of the colored 
churches and many men and women re- 
mained up all night to be ready in case the 
wave made an early appearance. All along 
the board walk this morning fakers were 
doing a rushing business selling tidal 
wave insurance in the shape of a badge. 
“ Tidal wave taffy was advertised at the 
booths, and if many took the matter serious- 
ly, thousands of others used it as a medium 
of jest. 

Many Seek Safety on Boats. 

At the inlet nearly every yacht was in 
commission. .Many persons thought it best 
to be afloat if anything happened. About 
noon there was a wild scare in the colored 
quarter, where some one declared they saw 
a thin, black line approaching the land on 
the ocean, Several old darkies went down 
on their knees in the street and there was 
A great flutter among all the residents, but 
as the wave was still missing this quickly 
subsided.

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ORIGIN OF “CHICAGO” REVEALED 
BY LEGAL REOORDs. 


Atterney Jenkins Cites United States 
 Sepreme Court Reports to Show 
That Word “Chicagou” Was De- 
rived from Fact That Wild Onions 
Grew Profasely on Banks of River 


Meaning Established in 1823 
Through Dispate Over Land Grant. 


Prof. Henry Gannett, geographer of thre 


United States geological survey, who is seek- 
ing for the origin of the word “ Chicago,” 
oan gain light on the subject, according to 
Attorney Robert E. Jenkins of this city, 
by referring to Wheaton's United States 
Supreme Court Reporter, Vols. V., VI., VII., 
VIII., inclusive, page 541. 

Attorney Jenkins, who has lived in the city 
thirty-six years, bas made a study of the 


early History of Chicago, and especially of 


the derivation of its name. He insists that 
Ine word, in its original form, meant garlic, 


or Wild onion, previous to 1776, and that its” 


‘meaning was established in the United 
States Supreme court as early as 1823. 

Such old settlers of Chicago as James Brad- | 
well, who has been @ resident since 1834, and 
John Prindiville, who came here in 1836, dif- 
Ter as to the origin of the word. The former 
claims that “Chicago” came from the In- 
dian word for skunk, but Mr. Prindiville de- 
clares that the city got its name from the 
fact that the wild onion, sometimes known as 
skunk weed, grew in profusion along the 
Hanke of the river. 

When Attorney Jenkins saw a dispatch 
from Washington stating Prof. Gannett's 
conclusions on the subject, he at once re- 
ferred to Wheaton's reports, and cited the 
Case of Johnson & Graham, lesseés, against 
William McIntosh, which had been. appealed 
from the District court of Ilfinois. One of 
the contestants alleged that a grant of land 
from the Indians in 1773 was not valid, and 
that the holder must surrender the title to 
the lard he had received under such convey- 
ance. 

Becomes Matter of Record. . 

After the ground for appeal in the case 
is stated, the description of the land grant 
is as follows: 

“ Beginning at the Mississippi river, at a 
point directly opposite to the mouth of * 
Missouri, and running up the Mississippi, 
by lis several courses, to the mouth of the 
Mois, by it several courses to Chicago, or 
Garlic creek.” 

The claim of the Indian grant Was not

THOUGHTS OF THE VIRGINIAN. 
A Book Which Is Calculated to Stir Up 
Discussion. 

Probably no book of the year will give rise 
to more spicy and varied discussion as it is 
read aloud on summer verandas than The 
‘Virginian.’’ .So long as Mr. Wister's chap- 
ters appeared as short stories in the maga- 


ply charming and picturesque character 
studies; but now, in book form, with the pre- 
viously indicated love story more fully 
worked out, they stand ready to be judged on 
their merits as a complete and consecutive 
book. Let those of us who have never known 
nearer intimacy with a cowboy than Buf- 
falo Bill’s show affords be thankful for a 
closer @equaintance with the Virginian, 
through Mr. Wister, than our tenderfoot 
qualities would ever have given us in real 
life. He is a convincing character, one in 
a thousand,“ as the author admits, and for 
his sake we regret the passing of that phase 
of western life, even as we rejoice that it is 
so satisfactorily preserved for us in these 
pages. There are a thousand questions we 
are eager to ask Mr. Wister when the book 
is finished.

Chicago, Aug. 17.—[Editor of The Tribune. 1— 
Much has been said of late in the newspapers in 
reference to the impurity of Chicago's drinking 
water and the epidemic.of typhoid fever which is 
supposed to result from its use. In connection 
therewith much criticism is being made against 
the city officials for noncompletion of the inter- 
certing sewer system, which many seem to be- 
lieve the sole cause of contamination of the lake 
wa which enters into Chicago's water supply. 
It is the belief of the writer that the completion of 
the intercepting sewer system will not entirely 
cure the evil of impure water or greatly improve 
present conditions until the Calumet river is 
turned into the drainage channel instead of 
emptying into the lake. 

To any one familiar with the situation it should 
be readily seen that the more water that passes 
through the Chicago river and drainage channel 
from Lake Michigan the greater the menace will be 
from. the waters of the Calumet river. The im- 
mense volume of water and sewage which has 
been carried from the drainage of South Chicago, 
Blue Island, Pull- 
man, and many other towns of lesser note is the 
sequel to this important subject. This flow of 
water naturally finds its way past the cribs and 
into the tunpels in proportion to the volume of 
water carried through the Chicago river and drain- 
age channel. Completion of tbe intercepting 
sewers will not stop the flow of the filthy current, 
but it will be added to in proportion to supply 
and ad between the two rivers. The im- 
provement of the Calumet river is necessary to 
meet the requirement of law in the flow of 600,000 
omic feet 2 minute through the drainage channel.
